of the Ukrainians toward the Russians, Living Conditions, Changes in the Ukraine 
since 1953* Church and Religion, The Question and Attitude Toward Mar, etc. 

B. ^Oleeh DQRICHEKKO, a dancer with the VERIOVKA choral group from 


Kiev with whom contact was made in Vienna and with idiom Stephen GLYHXK visited 
when he was in the Ukraine, was again contacted in Munich in Bcveaber by a 
friend of the ARGAflSQMARIBS. Although he made no anti-regime comments on his 
own, he agreed with comments against the communist regime made by the ARCA& 3 0WABY 
men* It is expected that OLYNYX will Initiate correspondence with him, as they
